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SUBJECT: CYPRUS IN UNGA

1 . CYPRIOT AMBASSADOR DIMITRIOU CALLED ON EUR DEPUTY 
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GOC VIEWS RE INSCRIPTION OF CYPRUS ITEM ON THIS YEAR'S 
UNGA AGENDA. 

2. SPEAKING FROM INSTRUCTIONS, AMBASSADOR DELIVERED 
DEMARCHE CLOSELY PARALLELING THAT REPORTED REFTEL, EXCEPT 
THAT DIMITRIOU DID NOT SUGGEST THAT REFERRAL DIRECT TO SPC 
"WOULD BE CONTRARY TO USG'S STATED POLICY OF RECOG- 
NIZING ONLY ONE GOVERNMENT IN CYPRUS." HE STRESSED UDI 
THREAT, NOTED GOC WOULD BE EXTREMELY "UPSET AND AGGRIEVED" 
SHOULD MATTER BE REFERRED DIRECTLY TO SPC, AND CHARAC- 
TERIZED ISSUE AS SIMPLY RIGHT OF ONE SOVEREIGN UN MEMBER 

TO BRING ITEMS OF THEIR CHOICE TO ATTENTION OF THE 
ORGANIZATION. 

3. IN REPLY LAINGEN TOOK FULL NOTE OF GOC POSITION AND 
AMBASSADOR'S PERSONAL COMMENTS, STATIN; WE COULD UNDER- 
STAND STRENGTH OF THEIR VIEWS ON THIS PROCEDURAL ISSUE. 

NOTING THAT FAILURE TO MOVE THE ITEM DIRECTLY TO 
PC MIGHT ACTUALLY ENCOURAGE 

IRRESPONSIBLE UDI ACTION. LAINGEN SAID CHIEF U.S. AIM 
IS TO CONSIDER ALL MEASURES WHICH MIGHT CONTRIBUTE 
TOWARD SETTLEMENT. IN THAT REGARD, LAINGEN NOTED, LAST 
YEAR'S 127-TO-l VOTE AGAINST TURKEY HAD DEMONSTRABLY 
SLOWED PROGRESS OF THE INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS. DIMITRIOU 
SAID THAT ONE USEFUL STEP TOWARD FURTHER PROGRESS IN THE 
TALKS MIGHT BE A RESTATEMENT OF PRINCIPLES UNDER WHICH 
CYPRUS SETTLEMENT IS BEING SOUGHT. HE SAID THAT 
SECRETARY KISSINGER’S PRESENTATION AT LAST YEAR'S UNGA HAD 
BEEN "VERY LUCID," AND THAT SOMETHING NEW ALONG THOSE 
LINES THIS YEAR MIGHT BE HELPFUL. 

4. TO LAINGEN'S REMARK THAT ON THIS PROCEDURAL ISSUE GOC 
WOULD INEVITABLY WIN WHICHEVER WAY THE MATTER WAS HANDLED, 
SINCE GOC SPOKESMAN WOULD BE ABLE TO ADDRESS PLENARY EITHER 
BEFORE OR AFTER USUAL SPC CONSIDERATION AND TURK CYPRI'TS 
WOULD NOT, DIMITRIOU RESPONDED THAT RELEGATION DIRECTLY TO 
SPC WOULD REDUCE GOC TO POSITION OF "JUST ANOTHER COMMUNITY 
LIKE THE TURKISH CYPRIOTS," RATHER THAN ACCORDING IT THE 
STATUS DUE TO FULL UN MEMBER. 
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5. DIMITRIOU, REFERRING TO STRONG RUSSIAN SUPPORT FOR 
CYPRIOT GOVERNMENT POSITION ON THIS ISSUE, CONTRASTED 
LIKELY PUBLIC RELATIONS EFFECT OF U.S. ADVOCACY FOR 
TURKISH REQUEST. HE STRESSED GOC DESIRE TO GET UN TO 
"CONFRONT ITS RESPONSIBILITIES" RE TURKISH FAILURE TO 
LIVE UP TO ANY OF UN RESOLUTIONS AND INDICATED PERSONAL 
FEELING THAT GREATER PRESSURE BY U.S., UK AND EC-9 MIGHT 
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HAVE MOVED TURKS TO CARRY OUT MEASURES CALLED FOR BY UN. 
IN CLOSING. LAINGEN REITERATED OUR APPRECIATION OF 
SERIOUSNESS WITH WHICH GOC VIEWS THIS QUESTION, AND 
— - TOUCHED ON "WHY-GIVE-TURKS-ANOTHER-ISSUE" MOTIF 
OF HARTMAN-PELAGHIAS CONVERSATION. 

6. DIMITRIOU ALSO ASKED ABOUT AID APPROPRIATION, AND 
DISCUSSED ISSUE OF AUB STUDENTS. THESE ITEMS BEING 
REPORTED SEPTEL. HABIB 
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UNGA AGENDA. 

2. SPEAKING FROM INSTRUCTIONS, AMBASSADOR DELIVERED 
DEMARCHE CLOSELY PARALLELING THAT REPORTED REFTEL, EXCEPT 
THAT DIMITRIOU DID NOT SUGGEST THAT REFERRAL DIRECT TO SPC 
"WOULD BE CONTRARY TO USG'S STATED POLICY OF RECOG- 
NIZING ONLY ONE GOVERNMENT IN CYPRUS." HE STRESSED UDI 
THREAT, NOTED GOC WOULD BE EXTREMELY "UPSET AND AGGRIEVED" 
SHOULD MATTER BE REFERRED DIRECTLY TO SPC, AND CHARAC- 
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TERIZED ISSUE AS SIMPLY RIGHT OF ONE SOVEREIGN UN MEMBER 
TO BRING ITEMS OF THEIR CHOICE TO ATTENTION OF THE 
ORGANIZATION. 

3. IN REPLY LAINGEN TOOK FULL NOTE OF GOC POSITION AND 
AMBASSADOR'S PERSONAL COMMENTS, STATIN; WE COULD UNDER- 
STAND STRENGTH OF THEIR VIEWS ON THIS PROCEDURAL ISSUE. 

NOTING THAT FAILURE TO MOVE THE ITEM DIRECTLY TO 
PC MIGHT ACTUALLY ENCOURAGE 

IRRESPONSIBLE UDI ACTION, LAINGEN SAID CHIEF U.S. AIM 
IS TO CONSIDER ALL MEASURES WHICH MIGHT CONTRIBUTE 
TOWARD SETTLEMENT. IN THAT REGARD, LAINGEN NOTED, LAST 
YEAR'S 127-TO-l VOTE AGAINST TURKEY HAD DEMONSTRABLY 
SLOWED PROGRESS OF THE INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS. DIMITRIOU 
SAID THAT ONE USEFUL STEP TOWARD FURTHER PROGRESS IN THE 
TALKS MIGHT BE A RESTATEMENT OF PRINCIPLES UNDER WHICH 
CYPRUS SETTLEMENT IS BEING SOUGHT. HE SAID THAT 
SECRETARY KISSINGER’S PRESENTATION AT LAST YEAR'S UNGA HAD 
BEEN "VERY LUCID," AND THAT SOMETHING NEW ALONG THOSE 
LINES THIS YEAR MIGHT BE HELPFUL. 

4. TO LAINGEN'S REMARK THAT ON THIS PROCEDURAL ISSUE GOC 
WOULD INEVITABLY WIN WHICHEVER WAY THE MATTER WAS HANDLED, 
SINCE GOC SPOKESMAN WOULD BE ABLE TO ADDRESS PLENARY EITHER 
BEFORE OR AFTER USUAL SPC CONSIDERATION AND TURK CYPRI'TS 
WOULD NOT, DIMITRIOU RESPONDED THAT RELEGATION DIRECTLY TO 
SPC WOULD REDUCE GOC TO POSITION OF "JUST ANOTHER COMMUNITY 
LIKE THE TURKISH CYPRIOTS," RATHER THAN ACCORDING IT THE 
STATUS DUE TO FULL UN MEMBER. 

5. DIMITRIOU, REFERRING TO STRONG RUSSIAN SUPPORT FOR 
CYPRIOT GOVERNMENT POSITION ON THIS ISSUE, CONTRASTED 
LIKELY PUBLIC RELATIONS EFFECT OF U.S. ADVOCACY FOR 
TURKISH REQUEST. HE STRESSED GOC DESIRE TO GET UN TO 
"CONFRONT ITS RESPONSIBILITIES" RE TURKISH FAILURE TO 
LIVE UP TO ANY OF UN RESOLUTIONS AND INDICATED PERSONAL 
FEELING THAT GREATER PRESSURE BY U.S., UK AND EC-9 MIGHT 
HAVE MOVED TURKS TO CARRY OUT MEASURES CALLED FOR BY UN. 
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IN CLOSING, LAINGEN REITERATED OUR APPRECIATION OF 
SERIOUSNESS WITH WHICH GOC VIEWS THIS QUESTION, AND 
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— TOUCHED ON "WHY-GIVE-TURKS-ANOTHER-ISSUE" MOTIF 
OF HARTMAN-PELAGHIAS CONVERSATION. 

6. DIMITRIOU ALSO ASKED ABOUT AID APPROPRIATION, AND 
DISCUSSED ISSUE OF AUB STUDENTS. THESE ITEMS BEING 
REPORTED SEPTEL. HABIB 
UNQUOTE ROBINSON 
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
